No. 95-ITC(PN)/6i8.—Attention Is Invited lo the existing import policy of 
“Chicory Powder” falling under S. No. 79(v)/IV Indicated at page 185 of the 
current Rod-Book according to which its Import is at present canalised through 
Coffee Board, Bangalore, and the exporters of French Coffee are required to 
register their names with the Coffee Board, Bangalore for their requirements of 
Chicory. 

2. In modification of the present policy of canalising all imports of Chicory 
Powder through the Coffee Board, it has been decided as a measure of Export 
Promotion that French Coffee exporters may, with immediate effect, be allowed 
lo import Chicory Powder to the extent of 15 per cent, of the past exports of 
French Coffee direct from any source that they desire. In cases where the quantity 
of Chicory Powder desired to be imported exceeds 15 per cent, (fifteen per cent) 
bf tha quantity of French Coffee exported, the applications lor Import licences 
muat In each case be supported by a recommendation from the Coffee Board. 

3. The entries at page 185 of the current Red-Book .against S. No. 79(v)/IV 
may b® deemed to have been amended accordingly.
